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Powers used 
on travellers 
for first time 

POWERS to direct travellers to a 
new transit site in Smethwick have 
been used for the first time. 

An unauthorised encampment of 
three caravans were moved from 
land in Wednesbury in less than 
four hours on Sunday. 

The group was served with in¬ 
structions to relocate to the new 
transit site in Smethwick or leave 
the area. 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for regeneration Councillor Paul 
Moore said: “This is the first time 
we have used the new powers to di¬ 
rect groups to the transit site. They 
decided they would rather go else¬ 
where and were quickly followed out 
of Sandwell by our warden service.” 

The transit site, off Boulton Road, 
has room for up to 34 caravans 
which will be charged £80 per week 
per caravan, plus a £250 deposit. 
There are strict rules in place on lit¬ 
tering and behaviour.

A HISTORIC factory which produced glass for the clock 
face of Big Ben is one of the 10 most endangered Victo¬ 
rian buildings, according to a new report. 

Chance Glassworks in Smethwick has been named in The Victorian 
Society’s list of at-risk Victorian and Edwardian buildings in England 
and Wales. 

The Grade II-listed factory is described by the Society as ‘arguably one of the most 
important industrial sites in the West Midlands’. 

It produced glass for Crystal Palace and the Great Exhibition in 1851, the clock faces 
of Big Ben as well as other glass in the Palace of Westminster. More than 2,000 Victorian 
lighthouse lanterns around the world also had their glass designed at the plant, built in 

1824. The factory, off Spon Lane has been 
derelict for three decades. 

In recent years campaigners have 
launched a £10 million plan to bring it 
back to life. Graham Fisher, of The Chance 
Glass Works Heritage Trust, said: “It is one 
of the most important industrial sites in the 
country in terms of its heritage.” 

The trust’s proposals aim to create a 
‘mixed-use development’ which will also 
pay tribute to the site’s history. 


Theft blow 
for group 
of musicians 


A MUSICAL charity has been left 
reeling after robbers took thousands 
of pounds of equipment which had 
been locked in the back of their van. 

The People’s Orchestra, a West 
Bromwich charity, had a bulky pub¬ 
lic address system, cables, wires and 
IT equipment stolen. The culprits 
even left with a packet of teabags. 

The theft, in Halesowen, was no¬ 
ticed by charity bosses as they pre¬ 
pared to set off for rehearsals in 
Birmingham on Sunday. 

It is the second time the People’s 
Orchestra has suffered a setback in 
recent months after a large num¬ 
ber of music stands were previously 
taken from inside a car. 

Managing Director, Sarah Mar¬ 
shall, has estimated that the stolen 
equipment could cost as much as 
£2,000 to replace.

Mr Fisher added: “We’ve got some plans 
but we want to hear back from the commu¬ 
nity as well.

Much of the site in held on a long lease by 
No 1 Skip Hire, which the Victorian Society 
described as ‘a totally unsuitable use for a 
nationally historic site’. 

The company has previously said it 
would not leave unless an alternative place 
was found. However, the Heritage Trust 
has said it believes the skip hire firm will 
be moved from the site by November. 

Tim Bridges, caseworker at the Victorian 
Society, said: “It is important that a more 
sensitive approach be adopted to preserve 
the significant heritage of this scheduled 
ancient monument with its collection of 
listed buildings.”

Evans. 

It was an an emotional day for 
Suzy Evans, from Wednesbury, who 
lost her son, brother and father in 
the 2015 attack, and her son Owen, 
who survived the atrocity. Run for 


Joel featured two competitive races, 
over 5km and 3km. There was also 
a fun run for the youngsters. Thou¬ 
sands of pounds were raised for the 
charity, which supports families 
who have lost loved ones in tragic 
circumstances. 

The final total is not yet known 
but last year’s event raised £27,000. 

Friends and family rallied round, 
with one couple, Adam and Trudy 
Russell, from Wednesbury, even 
cutting short their honeymoon in 
Ibiza so they could make it. 

Families of other victims, and sur¬ 
vivors, also attended the event.

Three are facing 
terrorism charges 

A MAN from Great Barr is among three 
suspected neo-Nazi sympathisers charged 
with terrorism offences. 

Alexander Deakin, aged 22, of Brecon 
Road, is accused of being a member of 
the banned far-right group National Ac¬ 
tion and has been charged with inciting 
racial hatred. Two soldiers - one based in 
Cyprus and one based in Powys, Wales - 
have also been charged with belonging to 
National Action, the first extreme right-wing 
group to be banned under terrorism laws. 

Deakin has been charged with being a 
member of a proscribed organisation, two 
counts under Section 58 of the Terrorism 
Act 2000, one count of distribution of a 
terrorist publication and is also charged 
separately with one count of inciting racial 
hatred. 

All three were due to appear at Westmin¬ 
ster Magistrates Court on Tuesday.

Job risk fears as 
salary cap lifted 

TENS of police officers could lose their 
jobs as a result of a pay cap being lifted 
in the West Midlands, warns police & 
crime commissioner David Jamieson. 

He says 80 police officers would 
need to be axed with each one per cent 
pay rise costing the force £4 million. 

“The Government must provide re¬ 
sources to fund the pay increases, so 
pay increases for some are not job 
losses for others,” he said.

Hateley Heath Primary 


A SCHOOL has been told to improve by 
the education watchdog after inspectors 
criticised the progress of its pupils - and 
noted a decline in standards over the 
last five years. 

Hateley Heath Primary, in West Bro¬ 
mwich, was told by Ofsted inspectors 
the effectiveness of its leadership and 
management, quality of teaching, per¬ 
sonal development and outcomes for pu¬ 
pils all ‘required improvement’. 

The inspection, which took place on 
June 28, found ‘pupils’ progress’ was 
not ‘consistently strong enough’ to allow 
them to reach the standards they were 


capable of. However, the school’s early 
years provision was rated as ‘good’. 

The school opened a new nursery in 
October to meet the rising demands of 
parents needing places for their chil¬ 
dren. The facility allowed the school, 
which now houses 444 children, to ac¬ 
cept a further 48 youngsters every year. 

The report, published on September 
6, indicated the school needed to ensure 
subject leaders played a ‘fuller role’ in 
improving the quality of teaching. 

Teaching was deemed as not being 
consistently well matched to pupils’ abil¬ 
ities. Ofsted found pupils did not con- 


do better 

sistently make the progress they were 
capable of and, as such, did not achieve 
as well as they should by the end of key 
stage one and key stage two. 

Progress in reading, writing and 
mathematics at key stage two were also 
found to well below average standard. 

Standards were said to have declined 
since the school’s last inspection five 
years ago in November 2012, when Hat¬ 
eley Heath Primary had been rated as 
‘good’. 

Acting headteacher Andrea Garcha 
said : “I am confident that we will con¬ 
tinue to move the school forward.” 


Hundreds of operations 
cancelled on the day 


HUNDREDS of patients have had 
operations cancelled at the last 
minute as Sandwell and West 
Birmingham NHS Trust fails to 
meet national targets. 

National guidelines say no more 
than 0.8 per cent of operations should 
be cancelled at the last minute due to 
‘non-clinical’ reasons. 

But in July the trust’s figure was 1.2 per 
cent or 51 operations. The worst month 
was February, which saw 67 operations 
cancelled on the day, amounting to 1.7 per 
cent. Between August 2016 and July there 
640 cancelled operations. 

Health bosses said 50 per cent of the 
cancellations were avoidable, but vowed to 
make improvements. 

The worst affected department was oph¬ 
thalmology, with 50 per cent of operations 
cancelled in the last five months due to 
non-clinical reasons. 

Impact 

A hospital report said: “Hospital can¬ 
cellations on the day of surgery result in 
delayed access to treatment and impact 
negatively on patients who have both emo¬ 
tionally prepared themselves for surgery 
and have re-organised their lives to sup¬ 
port it. 

“Review of the last five months perfor¬ 
mance in 2017 compared with the previous 
year demonstrates that performance has 
markedly deteriorated, although there has 
been a 47 per cent improvement between 
April and August 2017.” 

Ops were cancelled for reasons includ¬ 
ing communication errors, equipment not 
being available, notes missing or not being 
fully checked, no theatre time or no anaes¬ 
thetist. Rachel Barlow, chief operating of¬ 
ficer, said the trust aimed to meet national 
standards by the end of the year, 

“We apologise to patients whose opera¬ 
tions have been rescheduled. We are work¬ 
ing hard to minimise cancellations and 
have already seen improvements,” she said.

The battered old vehicle - that 
looks like it has been Into The 
Void and back - is being adver¬ 
tised on Gumtree and the advert 
claims it once belonged to the 
iconic Birmingham rockers. 

The 1984 8.21itre diesel bus 
has been put on sale online by a 


seller called Bob in Gorebridge, 
Midlothian in Scotland. He is 
open to offers or says he is will¬ 
ing to swap the vehicle for ‘some¬ 
thing interesting... car, van or 
caravan’. 

In the description, it says the 
bus was once used as a tour vehi¬ 
cle and later recycled to provide 
cheap accommodation in Edin¬ 
burgh. 

With their inception in 1968, 
Black Sabbath pioneered a sound 
that would form the basis of 
heavy metal.

Food supplier 
fined over 
infestation 
of rodents 

A FOOD supplier has been made to 
pay more than £16,000 after a rat and 
mouse infestation was discovered at its 
warehouse. 

Pearl Food Distribution, in Oldbury, 
was temporarily closed down after drop¬ 
pings were found on packaged food and 
drinks. Packages had also been gnawed 
into and food safety chiefs said there was 
an ‘imminent risk to health’. 

Investigators found widespread 
droppings on top of pallets containing 
chicken, flour, vegetable oil and canned 
soft drinks in April 2016 at the whole¬ 
saler, which supplies takeaways, Wolver¬ 
hampton Magistrates Court heard. 

Company director Aqeel Shah, who 
appeared in court on behalf of Pearl 
Food Distribution, claimed as they did 
not own the building on the Imex Indus¬ 
trial Estate, Union Road, it was down to 
the landlords to fill in holes that were 
allowing rodents to get in. 

But Mr David Elliott, prosecuting on 
behalf of Sandwell Council, said: “It was 
the company’s overriding responsibility 
if an issue could have compromised food 
safety that it should have been dealt 
with.” 

The company was fined £12,000 with 
costs of £4,400 after pleading guilty to 
seven food safety and hygiene charges. 

Mr Sukhdip Randhawa, defending the 
company, which has since moved to a 
new premises in Smethwick, said: “As 
far as harm goes, it was not open to the 
general public.” 

Police plea after 
boy is stabbed 

POLICE have launched an appeal for in¬ 
formation after a teenager was stabbed 
in the head after getting off a bus. 

The 17-year-old left the number 28 
bus in Dyas Road, Great Barr at around 
1.30pm last Friday, after he was asked 
for money by another teenager who had 
got on without cash. 

As the boy walked off, he was followed 
by the other teenager into Booth’s Lane, 
where he was attacked near the junction 
with Aldridge Road and received a num¬ 
ber of stab injuries to his head and body. 

The offender, described as black, aged 
around 19, 6ft 3in tall and wearing a 
dark hoodie and jeans, then ran off. 

The 17-year-old was taken to hospital 
where he was treated for his injuries be¬ 
fore being discharged. Call 101. 


Hearing postponed

RSA Academy in Tipton sent let¬ 
ters out to parents over the summer 
regarding attendance and standards. 
Bosses said all students must wear 
formal, polishable shoes. 

But on the first day of the new 
term, the school said a ‘small minor¬ 
ity’ of students were turned away over 
footwear. 

Principal Daulton Redmond said: 
“All students are expected to wear the 
correct uniform in order to maintain 
the highest of standards. 

“Our uniform has been agreed 
through our parent council. Before 
the summer holidays we held assem¬ 
blies with students and contacted par¬ 
ents by letter, text, social media and 
our website to ensure that they were 
clear about expectations. 

“Over the break we answered a 
number of queries from parents, clar¬ 
ifying the uniform code.” 

Parent Donna Arnold said her 
15-year-old son was among around 50 
pupils sent home from their first day 
in Year 11.

£27m made from sale 
of council-owned land 


SANDWELL Council has raked in 
more than £27 million from selling 
off 600 plots of land it owned. 

In the past five years, the authority has 
sold off more than three times as much 
land as neighbouring Black Country au¬ 
thorities combined. 

Council leader Councillor Steve Eling said: 
“We are making great strides in bringing 
new developments of housing and business to 
Sandwell, removing often eyesore plots of der¬ 
elict land and raising money to pay for capital 
improvements like roads, housing, leisure cen¬ 
tres and parks. 

“Selling surplus council land provides sites 
for much-needed homes and new businesses. 
This helps create jobs, boosts the local econ¬ 
omy and also means the council no longer has 
to spend money maintaining these sites.” 

Land sold off by the council includes the for¬ 
mer Fir Tree School, in Yew Tree Estate, West 
Bromwich, land off High Street in Cradley 
Heath and land in Popes Lane, Oldbury. 

Jobs 

A £27 million Steel & Alloy Processing fac¬ 
tory will be built in Popes Lane, creating 50 
jobs. The figures were revealed following a 
Freedom Of Information request. A total of 598 
plots of land have been sold since April 2012, 
generating £27,233,798. On average, each piece 
of land was sold for £45,541. 

In Dudley, Walsall and Wolverhampton com¬ 
bined, 166 plots were sold for £36,544,457, with 
an average of £220,147 made from each land 
sale. Between April 2015 and May 2016 alone, 
Sandwell Council sold off 196 plots of land for 
£6.2m. 

In 2014/15, 151 plots were sold for £4.9m. In 
other years, a total of 80 plots were sold off in 
2012/2013, generating £6.5m for the council. 
Some 99 plots were sold off in 2013/14 earning 
the council £4.9m. In 2016/17, 72 plots were 
sold off for £4.5m. 

Dudley Council made £8,311,289 from selling 
off 42 plots of land over the past five years, an 
average of £197,887 per plot. 

In Walsall, 41 plots were sold generating 
£6,983,937 with an average of £170,399.

Former steelworks on market at £l.2m 


AN eyesore former steelworks site has been put up 
for sale for more than £1 million. 

The Corns warehouse in Tipton has stood derelict 
for more than 10 years, but Bearwood-based prop¬ 
erty specialists Royal Estates say the site is ideal for 
a housing development. 

In 2003 the plant closed with the loss of more 
than 100 jobs. Royal Estates says the freehold site 
has been on the market for £1,200,000 for around 
eight weeks. 

Director Indy Dubb said: “It is in a really good 


area with mixed housing and industrial units. It is 
a 1.6 acre spot which is a really good size for the 
site and would be great for a housing development. 
That would be a good option for the site as it has 
stood vacant for more than 10 years. 

“Some form of development there would be really 
beneficial for the area. We have had the site up for 
sale for about eight weeks now and it has attracted 
attention. It is sad when buildings get left like this 
but hopefully it can have a brighter future when 
sold to the right people.” 


There are first floor offices and a yard area pro¬ 
viding parking for several vehicles. 

When the Corns plant closed in 2003 the firm had 
26,000 workers nationwide, with more than 2,000 
employed across the region. 

At the time, council bosses in Sandwell urged of¬ 
ficials to reconsider the job cuts in hope they could 
be avoided. A total of 305 were employed at the bor¬ 
ough’s three steel processing sites with 85 at West 
Bromwich Street, Oldbury, 115 at Bloomfield Road 
and 105 in Barnfield Road, Tipton. 


New life after sale of 
iconic ceramics factory

A FORMER landmark ceramics factory 
could be given a new lease of life after 
standing derelict for more than 10 years. 

The Roman Mosaic site, on Bloomfield Road 
in Tipton, has been targeted by arsonists and 
left with broken windows, fly-tipping and graf¬ 
fiti. 

It was put on the market for more than half a 
million pounds last year and a sale has now been 
confirmed. The factory, which is recognised by its no¬ 
table chimney with ‘Roman’ written on it, also has a 
unique tile mosaic of a Black Country canal scene on 
the corner of the premises - which is hoped will be 
preserved. 

Chairman of Tipton Civic Society, Keith Hodgkins, 
said the site could be turned into office space. He said: 
“I have heard that the site has been bought and could 
be turned into offices, but no plans have been put for¬ 
ward yet. 

“It has looked a mess for some time now so to see 
something done with it will be great. 

“There is also an initiative by Tipton Community 
Association to get the mosaics preserved. 

Fashion 

“They have been in contact with the new owners 
and they have kindly said that they can have it and 
the plan is to re-erect it at the Brook Street Commu¬ 
nity Centre. It is a shame that its been left the way it 
has for so long as ceramics used to be really in fashion 
at one time.” 

In 1997 former West Bromwich MP and House of 
Commons speaker, Baroness Betty Boothroyd, un¬ 
veiled the canal mosaic artwork tile along with the 
factory bosses. 

They had moved to the Bloomfield Road site in the 
mid-1980s having previously been based in Burnt 
Tree island, Dudley. Councillor Ian Jones, who rep¬ 
resents the Tipton Green Ward, said: “Hopefully we 
will see some good plans come forward for the site. 

“It has been left derelict for some years now. It is 
in a prime location so we are all really pleased that 
something will be done with it.” 

In the 1960s the factory was renowned for import¬ 
ing and distributing ceramic tiles and glass mosaics 
and terrazzo manufacturers. 

Over the past five years a spate of vandal attacks 
have also blighted the premises. 


TWO empty old houses in Tividale could be 
razed to make way for new properties as part of 
Sandwell Council’s drive for more council homes. 

Sandwell Council’s land and asset management 
committee will today (Thursday), consider plans 
to demolish two adjoining houses at the junction 
of Longbank Road and Ashleigh Road. 

The authority would then carry out a study to 
see if it’s cost effective to build council homes for 
rent on the site. The semi-detached homes set for 


demolition became vacant and unlettable after 
becoming structurally unsound. 

Councillor Paul Moore, cabinet member for 
regeneration and economic investment, said the 
site could be suitable to add to the 635 new coun¬ 
cil homes already being built across Sandwell. 

If the site is not suitable for building council 
homes, the land would be sold on the open mar¬ 
ket. If the demolition proposal is agreed, it will 
go to cabinet on September 20 for consideration. 


Driver who 
hit pair on 
crossing is 
sent to jail 

A SPEEDING motorist who struck 
two pedestrians, seriously injuring 
both, has been jailed for two years. 

Stuart Knowles, aged 49 and Sha¬ 
ron Homer, 54, were both hurled 
more than 50ft by the Astra driven by 
22-year-old Ahsa Mehmood. 

The motorist from Quarry Bank did 
not stop immediately although he did 
return soon after to give his details 
to police at the scene, 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told. 

Experts estimated 
from CCTV that Pizza 
Hut manager Mehmood 
was doing 50mph in a 30 
zone before the collision 
and between 27 and 34 
mph as the Astra hit the 
pair. Mr Gareth Walters, prosecuting, 
said the traffic light controlling the 
crossing was in favour of oncoming 
traffic when the pedestrians tried to 
cross Rowley Regis High Street just 
after midnight on New Year’s Eve. 

The defendant braked when he 
saw them but stopped slowing down, 
thinking he could get past without 
hitting them. The pair were more 
than halfway across when they saw 
the speeding Astra and tried to get 
out of the way. 

Mr Knowles received multiple skull 
fractures, spinal injuries and a broken 
leg. Miss Homer had a broken pelvis 
and fractures to a rib and vertebrae. 

Mehmood from Coppice Lane, who 
had not been drinking and was of pre¬ 
vious good character, pleaded guilty to 
causing serious injury by dangerous 
driving. He is banned from driving for 
two years on release. 

venue takes on 
lease of car park 

A FORMER pay and display car park 
in Old Hill could be leased out to an 
entertainment venue, under plans. 

Sandwell Council is set to lease the 
car park to The Regis conference and 
banqueting suite. 

The council’s land and asset man¬ 
agement committee, which meets 
today (Thursday), is recommended 
to authorise a 25-year lease of the car 
park in Haden Road. 

The council’s cabinet agreed in 
2015 that the authority no longer 
needed the car park. 

Councillor Paul Moore, cabinet 
member for regeneration and eco¬ 
nomic investment, said: “Although 
it’s not financially viable for the coun¬ 
cil to keep this car park open, this 
proposal would allow The Regis to 
provide parking for customers, which 
helps to support a local business.”

Pioneering 
service for 
motherhood 
is launched 

A PILOT service has been launched 
providing advice and support to preg¬ 
nant women and new mothers in 
Sandwell. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust (SWBH) has 
been commissioned by Sandwell 
Council to deliver the Best Start Pro¬ 
gramme. It will aim to help women 
who are pregnant with their physical 
and emotional health, as well as those 
in their first year of motherhood. 

They will receive practical tips on 
their parenting skills, and advice on 
how to strengthen relationships with 
close family and friends, including 
their baby, which in turn will ensure 
that their child will achieve their full 
potential.

Beer-bellied distraction 
burglar sent to prison 


A BURGLAR who posed as a police¬ 
man as he targeted nine victims as 
old as 91 has been jailed for more 
than nine years. 

John Casey stole from pensioners in 
Sandwell, Birmingham, Coventry, and other 
parts of the country. 

He would also pose as a water board or coun¬ 
cil worker, and on August 4 last year, he tar¬ 
geted a 75 year-old woman in Smethwick. 

Casey claimed he was there to fix the boiler 
but took a bag containing £60. 

Police described him as ‘cruel and calcu¬ 
lated’, as they revealed how the 52-year-old 
was finally caught. 

Victims regularly referred to the conman as 
‘beer-bellied’, and police established that the 
same thief was using a silver Rover 45 in dif¬ 
ferent crimes. They traced it to Casey, and he 
was arrested in July. He gave no comment in 
police interview, but pleaded guilty after being 
confronted with CCTV and DNA evidence. 

Casey also admitted kidnap and attempted 
robbery after he took a man in his 70s to a cash 
point in Ealing, London, to draw out money. 

Grab 

The victim became suspicious and fought 
back when he tried to grab the money, and 
Casey fled with nothing. 

Casey, of Heathside Drive, Kings Norton, 
admitted nine burglaries - between 2013 and 
April this year - worth a total of more than 
£1,800. On Monday, he was sentenced to nine 
years and three months at Birmingham Crown 
Court. 

DC Kate Watts, from West Midlands CID, 
said: “This was cruel and calculated deception 
which targeted vulnerable people. They al¬ 
lowed him into their homes believing he was 
someone they could trust; but he took advan¬ 
tage of this for his own financial gain. 

“We always encourage people to check for 
identification if somebody knocks on the door 
to say they’re on official business. Check it care¬ 
fully and phone the organisation they claim to 
be from. Get a number from the phone book 
or online - don’t use any number they provide 
on a card.”

SOME things restore your faith in our 
public services, while others just leave 
you tearing your hair out. 

On Saturday, I called in at my public 
library bang on 4pm, just as the doors 
were being locked. “Sorry, we’re closed,” 
said the librarian, which was fair enough. 
While it seems absurd that libraries now 
shut in mid afternoon, I knew the opening 
times, and had left it too late. 

However, when I politely asked if I 
could return my books, she reluctantly re¬ 
lented, and I was out at 4.01pm.

Now compare this with the “bin- 
spectors”, who appear to be making a 
comeback across the region.

An airliner crashes. A block of flats goes up in 
flames. Girls are sexually abused by organised 
gangs. And then, after the initial shock, it is re¬ 
vealed that everyone knew there was a problem 
all along but everyone chose to look the other 
way. It’s only after the event that we raise our 
hands in horror and demand to know why, when 
all was known, nothing was done. And if you 
want to see a new national scandal brewing, 
look no further than Gypsy Kids: Our Secret 
World (C5) where we meet children of nine and 
13 who have never been to school and whose 
parents, being semi-literate, cannot possibly 
educate them. 

THE problems caused by travellers are usual¬ 
ly reported in terms of caravan invasions, intim¬ 
idation, crime and the filth left behind. But this 
series is a reminder that parts of the Traveller 
community are not only troublesome but deeply 
troubled. 

IF you take your kids out of school for a few 
days in term time, the education authorities may 
well impose a steep fine or take you to court. 
Yet the non-attendance at school by thousands 
of traveller children is simply ignored. All politi¬ 
cians talk about the importance of education, 
freedom and the right to choose a better future. 
But on this issue, with generation after genera¬ 
tion trapped in a no-hope web of illiteracy, those 
same politicians choose to look the other way 
and ignore child-neglect on a massive scale. 
Sometimes politicians even romanticise it. Jere¬ 
my Corbyn talks proudly of defending “the right 
to a nomadic way of life.” What about the right 
of these traveller kids to choose another sort of 
life?

Loyalty to 
fat cats is 
costing our 
grannies 

HOW would you feel if you heard that 
someone had ripped off your granny for 
£500? Then you found out that they had 
been dipping into her finances on an an¬ 
nual basis. 

We are not talking about an opportun¬ 
ist purse thief or even some doorstep con 
artist. This is happening perfectly legal¬ 
ly... and it’s a disgrace. 

The culprits? The insurance industry. 
The fat cats who run this multi-billion 
pound industry know full well that many 
of their elderly loyal customers don’t 
know their iPad from their elbow. 

Apologies to the savvy silver surfers, 
but in an ageing society where many live 
into their 80s, 90s or even long enough 
to get a letter from the Queen, there are 
thousands of elderly people who never 
go online. 

They don’t own a computer and prob¬ 
ably don’t want to. It is difficult to tap 
away at a keyboard with arthritic fingers 
or peer at a screen when your eyesight is 
not what it was. 

Many of these people belong to a gen¬ 
eration when it was considered shameful 
to owe money or to even be late paying a 
bill. How times change. 

But this means that they often fall foul 
of the automatic renewal, when the insur¬ 
ance company offers you another year of 
‘the same great cover’ without any both¬ 
er. Avoiding the ‘bother’ can prove costly, 
especially as loyalty appears to be a one¬ 
way street when it comes to the insurers. 

Year on year those buildings and con¬ 
tents premiums increase. A person who 
set up a direct debit years ago could eas¬ 
ily be paying £500 over the average deal 
available elsewhere. 

Back in 2013, The Financial Conduct 
Authority (FCA) admitted automatic re¬ 
newal leads to customers being treated 
unfairly. But still it goes on. 

New rules introduced this year have 
forced insurers to tell buyers at the re¬ 
newal stage what their premium was the 
year before. The FCA say that measure 
alone should save consumers more than 
£100m, by alerting them to the scale of 
the premium increase. 

But this will not alert everyone to how 
much less they could be paying for the 
same cover elsewhere. 

The elderly are probably the worst 
hit group but any loyal customer who 
doesn’t make price comparisons can be 
preyed on in this way. It is time our MPs 
took on the insurance industry to end this 
cynical exploitation. 

Check your policy, particularly if you 
pay by direct debit and, if you have elder¬ 
ly relatives or friends, check their policy 
too.

DNA spray, stingers, and the police 
helicopter are being used to tackle 
‘appallingly lawless’ menace bikers. 

West Midlands Chief Constable 
Dave Thompson said prosecutors 
were currently looking at bringing 
charges against 
56 suspects. 

Mass rideouts 
of dozens of mo¬ 
torcyclists and 
off-road bikers 
recklessly riding 
in housing es¬ 
tates have been 
terrifying parts 
of the region. 
Riders have 
been spotted on the A34 Birmingham 
Road, in Great Barr, close to the junc¬ 
tion for the M6. 

Footage posted online showed 
group members pulling wheelies and 
riding through red lights. 

Mr Thompson said: “This is some 
of the most appalling lawlessness that 
we witness. 

“That is both in terms of the danger 
they pose to the public, the anti-social 
behaviour itself and the unwelcome 
phenomenon of the sharing of that 
behaviour on social media. 

“It is something the force takes 
very seriously and I know the public 
have been left frustrated about the 
response.” 

Mr Thompson said injunctions had 
been taken out in Birmingham and 
Solihull and praised the work of fire¬ 
fighters in Sandwell. 

He added: “We have started to 
use stinger devices, which are used 
against vehicles during pursuits, but 
we obviously have to think very care¬ 
fully about how we use them against 
bikes.”

IT WAS a tight squeeze to say 
the least! But now a couple 
have breathed a sigh of relief 
after their tiny driveway was 
put right by builders. 

Paul and Zena Jones found it al¬ 
most impossible to get out of their 
cars because of how narrow the 
driveway of their new-build Great 
Barr home was. 

But after taking their campaign to 
social media to highlight their con¬ 


cerns, developers found a compromise. 
And a wall to the neighbouring home 
has been moved away from the drive¬ 
way. 

“We can de-stress now,” said Zena. 
“It has taken a long time to get here. 
We are just grateful for the support.” 

The couple voiced their frustra¬ 
tions after claiming their driveway 
only measured 89 inches - or 7ft 4ins 
- wide. This left them struggling to 
open the doors of their Ford Fiesta and 
Volkswagen to get out. 

Paul, aged 34, set up his own Twit¬ 


ter page - @DeerParkNoDrive - in a 
bid to highlight concerns. 

The couple bought the house, hav¬ 
ing seen designs, as part of a shared 
ownership agreement for £90,000 
along with housing association Walsall 
Housing Group from developer Taylor 
Wimpey. 

They moved into their home, in Deer 
Park Drive, in February this year. But 
when they first arrived on the day they 
received their keys they were shocked 
to find the narrow driveway. 

“We pulled the car on and couldn’t 


believe it. We couldn’t get the door 
open,” said Zena, aged 54. After the 
problems were highlighted through 
social media, contractors were called 
into see what could be done. 

Paul tweeted out his thanks after 
the work was completed within two 
works of it starting. 

A new pathway and resurfaced 
driveway was completed allowing more 
space for parking. A Taylor Wimpey 
spokesman said: “We are pleased that 
we have been able to resolve the issue 
to the customers’ satisfaction.” 


Friend tells 
of struggles 
after crash 


THE childhood friend of a woman 
killed by a speeding driver has told in 
a blog of her struggle to cope. 

Rebecca McManus, 21, was killed at 
a bus stop by Sukvinder Mannan who 
was racing another driver at 1 OOmph. 

Harriet Barnsley spent weeks in a 
coma after the

In December 
2015 Mannan, 

34, of Roundhills 
Road, Hale¬ 
sowen, was jailed 
for eight years. 

On her blog, 
titled ‘This Too 
Shall Pass’, Harriet, from Birming¬ 
ham said she was not informed of 
Rebecca’s death for weeks after 
the crash, writing: “I had a feeling 
that something was wrong, because 
she didn’t visit me during the three 
months I spent in hospital. 

“When my parents eventually told 
me, I didn’t really understand. I don’t 
remember any point at which the 
news sank in.” 

Rebecca’s father Gerard McManus 
launched a campaign calling for driv¬ 
ers convicted of causing death by dan¬ 
gerous driving to be banned from the 
roads for life.

SINCE opening its doors in 
April, the Heart of Sandwell 
Day Hospice has helped 
many palliative patients who 
have been given much-need¬ 
ed care and attention. 

Based at Rowley Regis Hospital, 
the new facility works to improve the 
quality of life to those who visit and is 
currently open to patients from Mon¬ 
day to Wednesday. 

Dedicated occupational therapist 
and care co-ordinator Claire Roach is 
one of those working at the facility, 
run by Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust, helping to 
transform lives. 

Palliative care is a subject close to 
her heart, as 22 years ago, her daugh¬ 
ter Amy died aged just two from a rare 
metabolic disorder called Tay-Sachs 
disease. 

Since then, Claire knew that she 
wanted to work with end-of-life pa¬ 
tients, and their families, helping 
them through a difficult time she 
knows only too well. 

Important 

“After Amy died, I always felt that 
I wanted to work in palliative care,” 
said Claire. “I know what the families 
of people are going through as I have 
been there myself. 

“I saw the advert for the job earlier 
this year and didn’t hesitate in apply¬ 
ing as I knew that was what I wanted 
to do.” 

Claire joined the Day Hospice in 
July and she says it has a very impor¬ 
tant role in the lives of the patients 
who visit. 

“It is there to improve their qual¬ 
ity of life and it is an opportunity for 
our patients to interact with people,” 
she said. “But they can also take part 


in the many activities that we offer. 
These include lovely arts and crafts 
sessions, complementary therapy, 
fatigue/anxiety and breathlessness 
interventions and engaging in other 
meaningful activities. 

“As well as all this, we offer them a 
hot dinner with a pudding as well. The 
feedback we have had so far has been 
excellent, in fact the only complaints 
we receive from patients is that they 
don’t want to leave.” 

Currently, patients attend for a 12- 
week programme; to enable everyone 
who wishes to attend, the opportunity 
to come. 

As well as socialising and taking 
part in various activities, patients 
also get to speak with a palliative care 
nurse, with whom they can discuss 
their care plans. 

“Patients can also ask any questions 


they want to and seek advice,” added 
Claire, who first worked for SWBH in 
2010. 

She left to pursue a job at another 
Trust, before returning to work at the 
day hospice. 

So who would Claire class as her 
own hero? “I look up to any woman 
who is strong and independent. I was 
never confident before I lost Amy, but 
afterwards, her death gave me the 
confidence in myself to do anything 
I wanted to. And I admire any other 
women who can do this as well.” 

When Claire, who is also mum to 
Alex, 15, isn’t working at the hospice, 
she is busy running - and is training 
for the Birmingham Marathon next 
month, raising money for Acorns Hos¬ 
pice, where Amy spent time, and for 
the day hospice. 

“I’m proud to support them.”

Affordable funerals 
service reaches 100th 


A SERVICE giving bereaved 
Sandwell families the option of 
an affordable funeral has record¬ 
ed its 100th low cost funeral less 
than a year since launching. 

Sandwell Council established the 
service last October to help address 
funeral poverty and help families who 
cannot afford funeral costs which run 
into many thousands of pounds. 

Under the scheme the full cost of a sim¬ 
ple, dignified cremation at Sandwell Valley 
and Rowley Regis crematoriums is £1,595. 

It includes a coffin, a funeral service with 
a minister, all crematorium and doctors’ 
fees and music of the family’s choice. 

The service is run by the council and local 
funeral directors Trinity Funeral Services 
Limited. Councillor Syeda Khatun, deputy 
leader, said: “Covering the cost of a funeral 
is a very real worry for many people. 

Perfectly 

“According to the Funeral Poverty Alli¬ 
ance (FPA), the cost of funerals has risen 90 
per cent in a decade. Their figures show fu¬ 
neral poverty, where people are simply un¬ 
able to pay for their loved one’s funeral, has 
increased by 50 per cent in the past three 
years. In response to this our bereavement 
services working with Trinity Funeral Ser¬ 
vices Ltd set up a dignified solution.” 

And she added staff had letters thanking 
them for help, one family wrote: “Thank 
you for organising mum’s funeral, you have 
taken the stress out of an upsetting time. 
Everything went perfectly.” 

Families having to organise a funeral are 
reminded to obtain quotations from a num¬ 
ber of funeral directors before going ahead.

None of us are re¬ 
ally canoeists, it’s just something 
we spoke about over a coffee before 
work one day. 

“We found that first day quite 
easy, but our muscles began aching 
the second day but it was all fairly 
plain sailing. This is all thanks to 
Alex, he did all the work to get the 


canoes, he contacted the companies 
about potential donations.” 

Firefighters Alex Wilson, Ed¬ 
ward Smith, Chris Mason, Samuel 
Miller-Hodges, Richard Morgan 
and Green Watch Smethwick crew 
commander Mr Richardson tack¬ 
led the route, which saw the team 
canoeing from Kings Norton to 
Smethwick and then Smethwick 
to Walsall on day two - 24 miles in 
total in three canoes over two days. 

The crew had to negotiate eight 
locks that had been drained of 
water, around a half-mile stretch 
near Great Bridge which had been 
dried out, forcing the six men to 
have to carry their canoes longer 
than expected. 

It is suspected that maintenance 
work including diggers was taking 
place and the cause for the lack of 
water.

But Vincent and Flavia have 
outlasted the BBC’s number 
one family show by hitting the 
road for a series of UK tours. 

They are back on the road with a new production, 

Tango Moderno, and will headline Birmingham’s New 
Alexandra Theatre from Tuesday until September 23 - 
with extra matinees on Wednesday and the Saturday.

Dance partners for over two decades, world 
champions, Strictly favourites and West End stage 
stars Vincent and Flavia plan to fuse Ballroom, Latin, 
and Argentine tango to give fans a performance that 
smoulders with desire.

When it’s 
live on stage it’s great because you connect to the normal 
people. They are the people - mums, parents and so on - 
who keep you going. 

“And that’s great because they keep you sane. You 
suffer from solitude quite a lot because you’re away every 
week at different hotels. Sometimes you wake up and 
think ‘where am I?’ because we travel so much.” 

Putting together a major new show is tough. It takes 
weeks and weeks of 10am-to-6pm rehearsals before a 
technical week ahead of the first show. Flavia says: “You 
have really long days and there is a bit of 
adrenalin and nerves. Once the show’s 
up and running it eases off. We tend to 
do a half-hour warm-up before every 
show. We have a little time off and 
people do their own thing, going to 
the gym, resting or walking. You learn 
to do that, or you take a massage or see 
the physio.” 

Vincent moved to the UK when 
he was 17 to follow his dream of 
dancing. 

“I wanted to become the best 
in the world, as everybody else 
does, so I moved here. It was 
a coincidence that I met Flavia, 
who was Italian and moved here at 
the age of four. 

“Every day, we had dance lessons 
and were training. Our lives were really about 
that, you know, about competitions and trying 
to win. We wanted to get into the final and get 
the world championship. That was our lives.” 

The couple then got asked to do a 
couple of performances on Strictly 
before the show’s producer asked 
them to become a part of it full¬ 
time. 

Flavia said: “We 
didn’t know how 
big the

show was. Even now, I can’t believe we’ve been through 
all of that. It was amazing.” 

Vincent says: “Before we were famous in the ballroom 
world and we could walk the high street. Now people 
stop us and want to have a photo. It was a shock to the 
system. Since then, we’ve never looked for work, it’s 
come to us. We didn’t think ‘shall we do theatre?’ The 
producers came to us and here we are.” 

Favia adds: “It’s been a long 
road and initially during the first 
part of our careers it was a 
hell of a lot of sacrifice. You 
v think back and realise

k have a life. We were 
obsessed with the 
l r '\ weekend being 
about travelling 
V to an event and a 
competition and 
paying a £40 entry fee. 

“Then at 10am we’d do 
round one and come out at 
10pm in the evening.

Then it was dance lessons, 
practice rehearsals and 
training. Now we look back 
and it’s ‘wow’. We wouldn’t 
do that again. My niece 
is dancing these 
days but I am

dancing. I know how hard it is and what you have to go 
through. I’m trying to sway her off. It’s really hard work. 

I know the sacrifice young people have to make in their 
teens and 20s. It can affect lots of things in later life. But 
it’s worked for us and we’ve kept going and gone from 
one thing for another. We were lucky, things could have 
been very different. We don’t regret anything.” 

The couple have visited Birmingham on plenty of 
occasions and always feel at home in the Second City. 
They’re looking forward to their return and will be out and 
about in the city’s restaurants and shops. 

Favia says: “We love Birmingham and are always happy 
to come up there. I remember places because of the 
shopping. I try to go to Lasan every time, if my husband 
comes up. Fie loves Birmingham too and studied there.” 

Vincent adds: “I used to buy, buy, buy. I’d buy one for 
the stage and one for myself. My wardrobe is exploding.

W ill we ever grow tired of Dr 
Martin Ellingham and his 
adventures? 

It’s 13 years since the first series 
of Doc Martin aired, and our love 
for it continues to grow. In fact, it’s 
been somewhat painful to be 
without new episodes during the 
past couple of years. 

But now Martin Clunes and the 
rest of Portwenn’s familiar faces 
are back for a new run, which will 
also see Sigourney Weaver reprise 
her guest role as an American 
tourist, and Clunes’ old Men 
Behaving Badly sparring partner 
Caroline Quentin return as 
eccentric vet Angela Sim. Art Malik 
is also set to pop up as a visitor 
with intriguing news. 

For Clunes, returning as the 
grumpy medic was a no-brainer - 
he describes playing him as “the 
best job in telly,” adding, “what 
could possible match this: staying 
in the West country, surrounded by 
dogs and people I like? 

“I really love doing this. I love 
everything about it. I love being in 


Cornwall, even though I hate being 
away from home. If I have got to be 
away from home then I’d be here. I 
love being near the sea. I love 
being out of cities.” 

Clunes, along with his wife 
Philippa Braithwaite, is one of the 
show’s producers via their 
company Buffalo Pictures, and as 
a thank you to the people of Port 
Isaac, where the programme is 
filmed, they have set up a trust 
fund to help pay for a few local 
amenities, including a new car 
park - after all, the hundreds of 
people who come to watch them 
film have to be able to put their 
vehicles somewhere. 

“The crowds who come to 
watch have to be marshalled but 
we have not shied away from it 
because the village is such a part 
of the series,” says Clunes. “It 
never bothers me to see the 
crowds watching us filming. I talk 
to them, I look at their dogs. The 
most helpful thing is the dogs. You 
don’t have to talk just about the 
fact you’re on the telly, you can talk 
about the dogs.” 


As you can probably tell (if you 
weren’t already away), Clunes is 
mad about canines. Sadly, his alter 
ego can’t stand them, so imagine 
his horror when the Doc is forced 
to take in Buddy after his wife 
Louisa tells him that having a dog 
will be good for their son James 
Henry. 

“The Doc is making a real effort 
to make things work between him 
and Louisa, and to be a better 
husband and father. 

“As ever the Doc would rather 
nothing changed, and is resilient to 
the notion of change almost for the 
sake of it, but he sees that having 
the dog living with them is 
something Louisa wants, and is 
ultimately supportive, and actually 
allows a dog into the house. 

“But the introduction of the dog 
is a token,” adds Clunes. “It’s a trial 
period with strict parameters, and 
when no-one is looking he throws 
the dog out...” 

Will Buddy eventually win him 
over? Let’s hope so for all their 
sakes.

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A real taste of the Deeo South 



AN authentic taste of the American south, 
but in an unexpected place - Hickory’s 
Smokehouse. 

I was there not just to sample the food, but to 
experience the place. It had burned down almost a year 
ago, and greatly missed by the community, has been 
rebuilt again from the ground up. 

Hickory’s in Kingswinford is now every inch the 
typical Deep South American smokehouse, but with 
a few unique differences. Entering the restaurant 
you can’t help but notice the homage to the fire that 
transformed it; a stencilled phoenix takes pride of 
place, painted on the centre wall. 

BOOTHS 

Cosy red leather-clad booths accommodate parties 
of up to 12, and we were seated in one that gives us 
one of the best views in the house. The snazzy bar to 
the right gives customers the chance to sample the 
cocktails, while the small cinema gives children the 
chance to watch a film before their food arrives. 

Table tennis is on offer in the garden - the perfect 
antidote to the abundant portions and there’s an open- 
pit cooking spicy sausage. 

Though it’s one of a chain of six restaurants around 
the country, it doesn’t feel like one. The decor is kitsch 
and fun. It’s comfortable and cheerful. 

We were spoilt for choice when we checked out the 
menu. For starters, I went for the home-baked American 
pretzel with garlic dip, while my boyfriend David goes for 
the Louisiana seafood gumbo. When both dishes arrive 
we (by that I mean I) decide we’ll share. The gumbo was 
a spicy paella-esque bowl of goodness, just the right 
size, complete with prawns, mussels, perfectly-cooked 
rice and a sauce with a spicy kick. 

The waiting staff, attentive and pleasant can’t do 


enough for us, and advise to have the Smokehouse 
Platter. Three different types of ribs, brisket, pulled pork 
with beans and in-house smoked sausage, it’s served 
with skin-on-fries, coleslaw and pickles. 

When it came out on a board almost as big as our 
kitchen worktop, we momentarily regretted ordering the 
starters. But the brisket was so tender, the Kansas-style 
barbeque glazed spare ribs so flavoursome, we couldn’t 
get enough of them. 

The staff are very knowledgable in not only where the 
meat comes from - a family butcher based in Flint - but 


also the best kind of hot sauce to go with it. David is 
braver than I am, trying the searingly hot psycho juice 
that immediately turned his face pink, while I stuck with 
the CaJohns sauce. There’s so many to choose from, 

I lose count. But if condiments aren’t really your thing 
(which they aren’t to me) then the meat itself was tasty 
and tender enough to go without. 

We asked for a break between courses, and the staff 
were more than happy to oblige, praising our attempt 
to finish off the main. But there was a dessert I’d had 
my eye on from the start. We ordered the cinnamon 


sugar-coated churros and I go for the S’mores. This is 
described as a crushed ginger nut biscuit base topped 
with melted chocolate and toasted marshmallow. Upon 
first bite, it seems incredibly rich, almost sickly. But 
three bites in and I was addicted. 

Next time I think I’ll opt for a smaller main, just to 
make sure I fully enjoy it and finish the other courses. 
But then again, they do offer doggy bags so you can 
take away a bit of Louisiana with you. The bill came to 
£60.95 - not half bad for more than half an animal and 
two other courses besides. JESSICA LABHART

Plenty to feel passionate 
about in latest Honda Civic 



The Mark X Civic looks more sporty

Bigger and smaller, much smaller, might be the 
mantra for the tenth generation of Honda Civic, now 
rolling off the Swindon production line in five-door 
hatch form for sale all over the world. 

Let’s start with bigger. This latest Civic, subject of 
the most thorough development programme in the 
company’s history, is longer (by 13cms), wider (by 
3cms) and lower by 2cms than the outgoing model. 

That means it has a boot as big as anything in the 
sector - think Focus and Golf - at a cavernous 478 litres, 
and it can of course be made almost van-like by flipping 
forward the split rear seatback. 

The height reduction has consequences greater than 
making Civic mark X look more sporty. 

It means there is no longer room for the fuel tank 
beneath the front seats and that means farewell to the 
clever rear seat Honda called it ‘magic’) which flipped 
cleverly to let you pack a smallish bicycle behind the 
driver. The newly located fuel tank has to go somewhere 
and now takes too much room for the magic to persist. 

As well as stretching the tape measure further, the 
latest Civic looks much bigger than before, keeping 
enough of the previous car’s feel - that split rear screen 
to the fore - to maintain the Civic-ness, but adding big 
false air intakes at the front and matching rear outlets 
which add a new note of defiant in-yer-face appeal, if 
you like that sort of thing.

Inside, there’s been a bit of a revolution, and all for the 
better if you value a dashboard that now looks sensible, 
sober and easily read in place of the old car’s mildly 
arcade game vibe. 

There is room for a six-footed to sit behind his twin 
brother, with enough leg and head room to give the new 
Civic the feel of a car above the class of the old one. 

Now for the smaller, much smaller part of the new 
Civic equation. Most of them will be sold with an engine 
that features just three cylinders and displaces a mere 
one litre. Honda top brass know it’s going to be a bit of 
a sell to persuade potential buyers that something as 
modestly volumed can replace either the old 1.4 or rarer 
1.8 litre petrol units from the previous car. 

They believe that their new baby’s 127 turbocharged 
horses are more than up to the job and will use less 
petrol too. And they’re right; driving on a testing hill route 
revealed a car that pulls with a lusty growl if provoked 
and never felt even a touch anaemic, helped along by 
the crispest of changes from a new six-speed gearbox. 

A dash readout of 41mpg promised an economical life 
on more level roads and in gentler hands. A C02 figure 
of 106g/km means £140 road tax the first year and the 
same annually thereafter. 

Honda think seven out of ten buyers of petrol Civics will 
take this new 1.0 litre version but there is also a new 1.5 
available, adding a hefty £2,300 to the bill but behaving 
almost like a mini GTI, thanks to 179 horsepower 
available at the push of a right foot. It showed 38mpg 
over the hilly route and will suit the sort of younger buyer 
Honda hopes to attract to a model that has a reputation 
as a solid retirement choice in the UK and needs to tilt 
the age profile down a bit. Its 133g/km will mean £200 in 
the first year, falling back to £140 in following years. 

For the moment new Civic prices start at £18,335 for an 
entry level SE and top out with the £27,295 Prestige with 
larger 1.5 petrol engine and automatic transmission. 

All new suspension, newly independent at the rear, 
brings a ride that verges on the soft (but comfy) but the 
push of a button in some higher grade versions stiffens 
things up and makes the car feel much more playful on 
the corners. 

Honda has caught the current wheeze of offering the 
Civic in only one paint finish - rallye red - that does not 
add to the bottom line. Everything else means finding 
another £525. 

Still, there’s plenty to feel passionate about in this latest

Triumph Tiger is the 
bike for all reasons

Many bikers will be familiar with 
the conversation which starts with 
‘if money was no object, which bike 
would you have?’ asks John Griffiths. 

A common answer is, given deep 
enough pockets, most of us would 
opt for a ‘stable’ of machines: a 
sports bike to make the adrenaline 
flow, a tourer for comfort over long 
distances, an off-roader maybe. Or 
perhaps a cruiser? 

Bikes just aren’t like cars. Apart 
from the obvious, bikers tend to 
experience a closer man-and- 
machine relationship than drivers do 
with their cars: hence the desire for a 
two-wheeler which perfectly fits each 
mood and set of circumstances. 

This, I believe, is the secret of 
Triumph’s Tiger range and its 
popularity in the big bike world. 
There’s a choice of 800 or 1,050cc 
engines (plus the 1,215 Explorer 
versions), with chassis and features 
which focus on sporty road riding 
or off-roading, and most stages in 
between. 

It aims to be the bike for all 
reasons: a true all-rounder and the 
one machine fulfills a wide range of 
demands placed upon it. The test 
bike was the flagship of the 800 
range, the XRT, which at £10,900 
compares favourably with some of 
the opposition. 

For the solo rider, it feels light and 
almost surprisingly agile: its ability 
to tackle the twisties is reassuring 
and would match many dedicated 
middleweight sporters. 

But with two and luggage on board 


it becomes a capable long-distance 
tourer. 

The 800cc triple engine, which 
turns out 94bhp and 79Nm of 
torque, has Triumph’s electronically 
controlled ‘ride by wire’ throttle 
system which contributes to the 
smooth, linear power delivery. That 
also allows Triumph to fit a mode 
switch, with an off-road mode which 
sets up throttle response and the 
traction control for more slippery 
conditions. The Tiger also has 
switchable ABS. 

The six-speed gearbox is 
remarkably flexible, The Tiger will 
roll through villages quite happily 
at 30mph in top, then accelerate 
smoothly away without the need to 
change down if you don’t want to. 


If you’re not in a hurry you’ll rarely 
break 4,000rpm and the bike is 
particularly quiet. Roll on a bit more 
power, drop a gear and use more 
of the available 10,000 revs and the 
soundtrack imitates that four-legged 
beastie from which it gets its name. 

The Tiger 800 range starts at 
£8,800, the semi-faired 1,050cc Tiger 
Sport at £10,900 and the 1,215cc 
Explorer range - which includes 
models focussed for road or off-road 
riding - starts at £11,900. 

The Tiger 800 is a good-looking 
bike, more capable and practical 
than most but equally important it’s 
fun to ride. For such a big bike it’s 
beautifully balance, light and quick to 
change direction. 

It is a bike for all reasons.

The first arrived when Terry Wharton drove home 
from close range. Farmer then sealed his hat-trick 
with another impressive finish. 

The forward then grabbed an assist, which was no 
doubt just called ‘a pass’ in those days, when he teed 
up Hinton for a simple close range finish. From this 
point, a City side with no answers saw Wolves take 
complete control. 

They made it seven when Farmer sent Hinton away 
down the wing with his cross then being met by Mur¬ 
ray for his second of the game. 

Then with 10 minutes to go, Farmer completed the 
rout with yet another neat finish. Wolves season saw 
them finish in fifth place, with Everton champions.

MP: Take gambling

TOM Watson has called for a ban on betting firms sponsoring football shirts 
as Labour pledged to tackle the ‘hidden epidemic’ of gambling addiction. 

The West Bromwich East MP and Labour deputy leader unveiled the 
policy as part of a series of proposals aimed at protecting children from 
early exposure to betting. 

Mr Watson, who is also the party’s shadow minister for digital, culture 
media and sport, said a Labour government would encourage the Football 
Association to implement its own ban but was prepared to legislate if nec¬ 
essary. 

“Football has to play its part in tackling Britain’s hidden epidemic of 
gambling addiction,” he said. “Shirt sponsorship sends out a message that 
football clubs don’t take problem gambling among their own fans seriously 
enough. It puts gambling brands in front of fans of all ages, not just at 
matches but on broadcasts and highlights packages on both commercial 
television and the BBC.”
